Yoltaire’s Death-bh.d.
Mrom the Pall Mall Gazette.

A new dooument has just been published at
Paris, bearing on one of the most contested
subjecta in literary history—the death of
Voltaire. In the Journal des Débats of Batar-
day last, M. H. Taine, the author of ths
“ligtoire de la Littérature Auvglaize,”” has
given to the world & new and contemporary
acoonnt of the death of the great Frenchman,
This account was forwarded to M. Taine by
Mr. Schayler, the American Consul at Mos-
ocow, who discoversd it among the Russian
archives, It was originally sent by Prince
Ivan Bariantingky, the Russian ambassador
at Paris at the time of Voltaire’'s death; to
the Kmpress Catharine II. The Ambassador
says, “Knowing that your Imperial Majesty
takes adeep interest in all that concerns this
great map, [ have prepared for your Majesty
the following acconnt of the death of Voltaire,
by one of my friends who was well acquainted
with all the details.” The narative is not
signed; from inteinal evidence M. Taine
judges it to have been written by a doctor,
‘At all events,”” he says, “it I8 perfectly
authentic and of great interest.”” The whole
account is & long one, and fills more than
three columns of the [)ébals, and we can only
give here a few extracts which appear to
throw a new light on the cironmstances
attending Voltaire’s death.

We omit the first part of the despateh, in
which the writer states what was already
known, viz : that Voliaire hastened his death
by an overdoge of opium which he took to
alleviate the violent pains brought on by his
albuse of coffee. The most important part of
the new account is that of relating the list
moments of Voltaire, and the difficulties with
which Lis burial wae attended. Voliaire, a3
we know already, had, at the desire of his
relatives, who were anxious that he shounld
have a Christian burial, confessed himself and
made a sort of recantation, said to have been
in the following terms by the Russlan des-
pateh:—“'L, the undersigned, certify and pro-
teat that I diein the Catholle, Roman, and
Apostolical Church. It has happened that I
have caunsed scandal, by my works, to the
Church snd to religion, 1 ask God’s pardon for
it, hoping that in His goodness he will vouoh-
gafe to pardon my faulta,” Nothing conld
well be more vagus; there is no word of belief,
nor even a denial of his errors, and it ia no
wonder the priests were but half satisfied, On
Baturday, the 30th of May, 1778, all hope ot
his recovery being abandomed, Voltaire's
nephew, the Abbé Mignot, sent for the curé of
Salut Sulpice (the parish in which Voltaire
lay dylog) and for the AbLé Gautier, to whom
the aloresaid confession had been made two
months before. We continue in the worda of
the new account:—
